The average life of horses and 
automobiles may be increased 

and the cost of hauling reduced, 
according to the Office of Koads, 
of the Department of Agrriculture, 
1>\ relocating many old roads 
and the more scientific laying out 
of new ones. The natural ten- 
dency in road building is to build 
a straight road, whether it goes 
over steep grades or hills, or not, 
and pulling over these grades 
naturally adds to "the wear and 
tear of horses and \ chicles. 

The doctrine of the OfRce of 
l\iin<is is that the longest way 
arouiui may often be the shortest 
and most economical way home, 
and that fre(|ueiitl\ by building 
a highway around a hill or grade, 
but little appreciable distance is 
added and this is more than offset 
by the reduced strain of hailing. 

The chief drawback from the 
farm owner's pf)int of view is that 
the laying out of roads on this 
principle of avoiding grades nec- 
essitates, in ma,ny cascs, running 
the road through good farm land 
or orchards or pastorea, instead 
of going around the farm line and 
building the road through old 
w orn-out Selda and over rocky 

knolls. This, of course, must 
raise a question in the mind of 
the individtul land owner as to 
whether the cutting u() of his 
property by a foad yields him 
individual advantages and so 
1)1 iit fits his community as to off- 
set the use of such land for a 
road, or to overcome the incon- 
venience of having his land divid- 
ed. In this connection the OflSce 
of Roads points out that the run- 
ning of a road and the resulting 
traffic through a good farm, 
where there are good sheep, cat 
tie. horses, grain, fruit, or vege- 
tables, has a certain advertising 
value and in many Instances 
makuatlMluid mon vuluablt. 



In other cases, the importance of 
such a level road to the common- 
it\ is so great that it might well 
repay those using the road to give 
the farmer the equivalent in land 
equally good in place of what he 
has sacrificed to the common 
welfare. 

At any rate the Office of Koids 
is now taking special pains to 
make clear the economic ad\an 
tage of avoiding steep grades in 
their roads, even at sonic sacri- 
fice of better land. Investigation 
shows that the laying of such 
roads over hills has resulted nioi t 
from attention to the preserva- 
tion of farm lines than from 
scientific attention to the fMob- 
Icm of road building. 

According to the testimony of 
farmers consulted, where a horse 
might be able to pull 4,000 
pounds on a level road, it would 
have difficulty in pulling 3.o<m 
pounds on a steep hill. The size 
of the load, therefore, tends to 

be measured by the grade ot the 
largest hill on the road market. 
In a number of cases actual ex- 
periment shows that the relocat 
ing of roads around hills has been 
accomplished, either with no ad- 
dition in road length in some in- 
stances, and with the adding of 
only a few fe« to the highway 
in others. The Office knows (if 
no case where a properly relocat- 
ed road which has cut out grades 
has led to any question as to its 
material r^uction of hauling 
costs.

FARMER'S WEEK AT THE 
AQRICULTUKAL COLLBOE 

Every farmer I in Kentucky 
shoul be interested in the ap- 
proaching meeting of the Ken- 
tucky Corn Grower's .Association, 
especially in view of the /act that 
it is associated, as regards time 
and place, with most of the other 
icailiiifT farmcra' organi«ations of 
the State. 

The advances ma^ by Kentuc- 
ky iti the last few years in the 
production of a good quality of 
com have been rather Fcmark- 

ahle. Tt will be of interest to 
many Kentucky fanners to know 
that in the clataca offered for the 

best ton ears of white dent corn 
at the National Corn Show last 
year, Kentticky atood flrat among 
the States. 

The annual meeting of the 
Corn Growera' Aaaociatlon is to 
be held on Wednesday, January 
seventh, 1914, but the corn show 
will continae throughovt the 
week of January fifth to tenth. 
The program for Corn Day will 
be ma^e vp of lectures and dem- 

onstratiiins luaring on soil fer- 
tility and other fundamental 
qustions upon which the growing 
of corn, like any edite crop de- 
pends. 

Resides the corn show, which 
will include the cereals, there will 
be in progress during: the week, 
educational e.xhibits and competi- 
tive shows in horticulture, dairy 
products and poultry, and a to- 
bacco show. It will be seen from 
this ajmopsis that fanners, 

whose larger interests represent 
these various lines of agriculture 
will be brought together for a 
general convention and for in- 
struction by noted experts, and 
all has been crowded into the 
space of one week, that those 
especially interested in two or 
more farm specialties may with- 
out great loss of time attend both 
conventions, and others, if they 
so desire. 

The other conventions are 
those of the Beef Cattle Breeders' 
Association, the Kentucky Sheep 
Cattle Club, the Kentucky Sheep 
Breeders' Association, the Ken- 
tucky Swine BreeiTers' .\ssocia- 
tion, the Kentucky Horse Breed- 
ers' Association, the Poultrymen, 
the Bee Keepers' and the Stat<; 
Horticulture Society. In most 
cases at least one specialist will 
be brought from a distance to 
deliver the principal address at 
the meeting of each one of these 
associations. 

The women's department has 
nf)t hec i) --lighted, as special ar- 
rangements are being made for 
work in home economics which 
will be of great value to women 
who live in rural communities. 
They will also be very much in- 
tersted in the poultry show, the 
dairy products exhibit and con- 
vention, and perhaps in the bee 
keepers' convention. A pros- 
pectus of this week of work is 
being prepared and will be mail- 
ed free upon application. 

A very attractive premium list 
has been prepared for the corn 
ahow and for the other shows 
where competitive exhibits are to 
be made, which will be sent free 
upon request. Some may not 
consider it worth while to send 
such corn as they have which 
has necciaarUy been produced 
under very adverse conditions 
during ilie past season, but it 
muat be b6rne in mind that all 
have suflerid from the same cause 
and the chances will be equal. 
Thoi* who canaot attend the 

show are entitled to send their 
corn by express with the privi- 
l«ft of havinf it placed la eonpe 
tttion.

Uy request of intelligent people 
deeply interested in the imme- 
diate reduction and final eradica- 
tion of tuberculosis in this state. 
I now designate Sunday. De- 
cember 7, as tuberculosis Sunday, 
in order that our people on that 
(lay may give special and earnest 
thought to this dreadful disease 
which we have too long allowed 
to bring miaery and death into 
many homes. Any one who 
wishes full information and use- 
ful literature about the holy cru- 
sade against this disease need on- 
ly apply to the .secretary of the 
Kentucky Board of Tuberculosis 
Commissioners, Mr. Roy 
French, of P'rankfort, Ky. It is 
hoped that many food clergymen 

of all churches will preach a ser- 
mon on this, vital topic on that 
day. 

"All well informed persons now 
know that this disease ia not in- 
herited, though one afflicted may 

communicate the disease to 
another; that this is a curable 
and preventable disease if treated 
rightly and in proper time; that, 
in every case, reputable physi- 
cians should be consulted when 
the first symptoms are discover- 
ed : that bad housing, lack of 
good ventilation and sunlight in 
sleeping rooms, lack of nourish 
intr, well cooked food, dust and 
dirt, over work, worry, alcohol- 
ism, sexual immorality and other 
vicious habits prepare the soil 
for the seed of disease which one 
sufFerer transmits to another. 

"Tuberculosis destroys one 
person out of every six dying in 
Kentucky. We should use every 
effort to stop that terrible result. 
The education of the people on 
this subject is of vital impor 
tance. We must try to save our- 
selves, our kindred and our 
neighbors from this terrible afflic- 
tion. Almost every home has at 
some time been in sorrow and 
gloom by the agony and death 
of some beloved one that was an 
unnecessary victim of this dread- 
ful disease. Let us all, by the 
\'<\v we bear our beloved and in 
the spirit of charity to our neigh- 
bor, make a zealous, united effort 
to free our state from this awful 
scourge,

This section 
waa in line with a policy suggest 
ed at a meeting of represent a 
lives of the companies in W'u 
York several days ago. While 
there ia no4ata at hand to show. 
Commissioner X. O. Grady said 
he would not be surprised if the 
withdrawal of theae companies 
closed every agency in some 
t'lwns to this class of risks. "If 
the companilea refute to write 
business I look for a number of 
mutual assessment concerns to 
be organized all over the atate," 
he added. 

Chairman LatToon said the 
board waa rather anxioua for 
the com|)anies to go into court 
over the rate; but they declined 
to do this and are indicating a 
I oncerti-d jdan of ceasing to 
write any business at all under 
schedules adopted by the State 
Hoard reducing rales. 

The new schedule on dwellings 
was a compromise after the com 
panics instituted suits to enjoin 
the first schedule promulgated 
reached the. board that rates on 
individual risks instead of being 
reduced were raised.

KENTUCKY HAS 58.000 | 
MILES OF PUBLIC ROADS 
The first report of the Depart 
men! of Roads, now being pre- 
pared by Commissioner of Road< 
R. C. Terrill, who organized the 
department in July, 1912, gives 
the number of miles of road in 
Kentucky at 38,900, of which only 
10,636.5 miles are tepiwred, br 
sides which there are yro mile* 
of toll roads remaining. The 
number of acres taldtwled in the 
highways is 220.000. valued at 
$50^000,000, based on the estimat- 
ed cost of I cproductiou . The 
counties raised by loral taxation 
$1,933,000 for road work in 1912. 
most of wMeh was used in repair 
and maintenance of roads and 
bridges, only about so per cent, 
of the fend beinf spent dn new 
roads. N'cw roads and bridges in 
19 1 2 cost $300,000 and $3ao,ooo. 
respectfully. The coontics had 
employed on the roads during 
that period i&$/)oo free laborers. 

In connection with the new of * 
der this act creating the State 
Department of Roada, Commis- 
rioner Terrill examined 352 ap- 
plicants for county roads engi- 
neers, of whom 173 passed the 
examinatioiis. 

Commisskmer TerriU. in hi<' 

report, shows amohg the activ 
jties of the Department that sev- 
en bridge stifveyfl were made, 
fifty-six bridges inspected, plans, 
estimates and specifications pre- 
pared and furnished for sixty-one 
miles of roadway and 374 miles 
were inspected, besides inspec- 
tions of gravel, asphalt, confer 
ences with county officials and 
other work of co-Opsratiott in lo- 
cal road work. 

Commissioner Terrill probably 
will recommend that, as a mat- 
ter of economy. Fiscal Courts 
provide the county road engineer 
with a cheap automobile, so that 
he can get around to inspect the 
roads in all sections and super- 
vise the work in progress.

House of the Colorado Agricultural 
College Is to tHilld across tbe road at 
I interrala of two or three hundred feet, 
ditches running entirely across the 
road Tht>g«- ditches should be about 
1 one foot deep and iierhaps three feet 
wide. They should be so located that 
they will discharge their water at 
some distance from the road and in 
such places that tbe water will con- 
tinue on down the hill from the road. 

In order that the road may be 
j smootb, plank bridges are placed 
aeroaa tbaaa ditcbea. Tbeae are very 
I almpla aflalia. 4x4 answering the pur- 
pose tor tbe stringers and 3s6s or 2x4s 
doing very well for tbe flooring. Theaa 
planks should be placed so that cracks 
I one and one-balf to two Incbea wide 
are left between each plank. Tbeae
